YOUR CHILD 


The child who is slapped for 
something he has done will pro- 
bably start slapping at play. This 
occurs because the child realizes 
he was slapped when mother was 
annoyed or displeased. Therefore, 
the young mind logically assumes 
that he can “take a swing” at a 
Playmate who annoys or displeases 
him. 

The slapping problem often oc- 
curs when the child is beginning 
to walk and show an interest in 
objects on the tables or low shel- 
ves. Often, because of the value of 
these overpriced knicknacks, an 
adventurous child could bankrupt 
a household in several hours. 

According to the child guidance 
experts on the staff of the chilq- 
craft Books, slapping the child is 
not the answer. To touch and 
examine these objects is healthy 
and normal for a child. He cannot 
satisfy his curiosity by any other 
method. As difficult as this pro- 
blem appears, it is an excellent 
opportunity for a lesson in respect 
for ownership. : 

For example, if a child starts 
reaching for a china box mother 
should say, “Here’s your woolly 
lamb. The box is Mother’s.” This 
should be done «calmly. Don’t 
Swoop down on the child. 
Children are quick to _ notice 
if adults are tense and. ex- 
cited, and this sort of attitude 
will serve to fix his attention 
more firmly on the box. 

Also, give a three, four or five 
year old child the “duty” of turn- 
ing on the radio or the light 
switch. Let him ring the doorbell 
when you go visiting, indicating 
that these are important jobs and 
must be treated in a grown-up 
manner. 

The biggest problem is taking 
a toddler to visit a friend who has 
beautiful and costly items within 
reach. Mother in such a case 
should make certain the child is 
fully equipped with favorite toys. 
If he persists (and he usually 
does) in getting to a cloisonne ash 
tray, simple say, without getting 
excited, ‘“‘This is Mrs. Smith’s, let’s 
put it down and take this instead.”

Of Hearings 

Two public hearings have been 
called for June 5 in Sacramento 
by the California Department of 
Agriculture to receive evidence 
and testimony relating to two 
emergency standards proposed to 
be issued by the Department thru 
its Bureau of Fruit and Vegetable 
Standardization. 

The first hearing will concern 
the issuance of an emergency 
standard which would permit 
fresh pear packers to use a one- 
way pear lug with a solid end 
piece seven and three-sixteenths 
of an inch deep. It would also 
permit the use of a six and one- 
half inch head piece with an ele- 
ven-sixteenths of*an inch cleat 
nailed to it. 

The second hearing would -per- 
mit grape packers to use inner- 
liners in lug boxes providing that 
the use of the liners in the lug 
boxes does not materially reduce 
the volume of possible contents 
of the container. 

Both of the hearings will be 
held on June 5 in the conference 
room, second floor, state office 
building number one, in Sacra- 
mento.

Many farmers graze their irri- 
gated pasture too closely. Exper- 
jence proves that good manage- 
ment can produce more meat than 
average stocked pastures. 

Observations made by livestock 
men in cooperation with the Uni- 
versity of California Agricultural 
Extension service, proved that the 
pest results came when the for- 
age was fed not closer than four 
to six inches. One stockman pro- 
duced 600 pounds of grain per 
acre on lambs, which is about 21%4 
times the usual amount, by not 
grazing too closely. The pasture 
also has a chance to recover more 
rapidly. 

Pastures need a light irriga- 
tion every 7 to 14 days. Most pas- 
ture plants do not root deeper 
than two or three feet, so little 
can be done about storing water 
in the soil. Any water applied 
after the soil is filed to that depth 
will only be ‘wasted and increase 
irrigation costs unnecessarily.

Tulare county and the San Joa- 
quin valley will serve as the 
breadbasket of the nation and the 
world, “if we care for our soils 
and provided we have the water,” 
Irvin Althouse, Porterville en- 
gineer, told guests attending the 
annual Tulare county chamber of 
Commerce banquet held -last week 
at the Sequoia lodge in Sequoia 
park. 

Second principal speaker of the 
evening was former state. assem- 
blyman, Harry J. Johnson of 
Porterville, who advocated a pro- 
gram of promotion and develop- 
ment of Tulare county by the 
county chamber. 

Mr. Althouse questioned the ad- 
visability of the state of Califor- 
nia taking over the Central Val- 
ley project. 

“Is the state ‘ready, willing and 
able to carry out to the nth de- 
gree conservation of water in 
California?” he asked. 

He said the Central Valley pro- 
ject is ‘only the beginning’ and 
stated that three billion dollars 
would be spent in California on 
Water conservation. On this basis, 
he declared, the state of Califor- 
nia is not justified in taking over 


Screw Worm 
Fly Danger Seen 
For Cattlemen 


The screw worm fly, a serious 
pest of livestock, might become 
quite prevalent this year judging 
from findings of federal entomolo- 
gists reported to the Division of 
Animal] Industry, California de- 
partment. The federal research 
men found that the fly wintered 
over in considerable areas in 
southwestern states including se- 
veral counties in California . 

It might be expected that trou- 
ble from the fly will begin earlier 
than usual this year and the flies 
become widespread in the state. 
According to the information re- 
ceived, a few cases of screw worm 
trouble alread have occurred. 

To repel flies and avoid trou- 
ble, all wounds on _ livestock 
should be treated immediately 
‘with a preparation known as 
Smear 62 or with pine tar oil. 
These products can be applied by 
means of a small paint brush and 
should be put on twice a week un- 
til the wound heals. 

Wounds found to be already in- 
fested with the screw worms 
should be treated with Smear 62 
or with commercial benzol and 
pine tar oil. The Smear 62 pre- 
paration both kills the larvae 
and repels the flies.' The bensol 
can be applied either by soaking 
a piece of cotton and place in the 
‘wound or squirting the benzol on- 
to the larvae by means of a sy- 
ringe or small oil can. The benzol 
should be allowed to act for a lit- 
tle while to kill or drive out the 
larvae and then a coating of pine 
tar oil should be painted on the 
wound.
